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Baslllo  Umagap,  518  Labores,  Pandnean  District,  Manila,  P.I.,  being 

first  duly  sworn  ly  1st  Lt,  Lynn  B,  Griffith,  JAGD,  and  1st  Lt,  Fred  IJ, 

Block,  JAGD,  Inveotigators-Examlnern,  testified  in  English  as  follows: 

Q  State  your  name,  age  and  occupation, 

A  Basilio  Utaagap,  18  years  old,  a  tent  boy  at  tho  5th  Fiold  Hospital, 

Q  What  is  your  reoidonco? 

A  I  used  to  live  with  my  parents  at  518  Labores  St,,  Pandacan  District, 
Manila,  but  I  stay  now  at  the  5th  Fiold  Hospital  where  I  am  employed 
as  tent  boy, 

Q  On  February  7,  1945,  did  you  work  in  the  household  of  Bortolome  Pons? 

A  Yes  sir,  as  a  housoboy, 

Q  How  long  have  you  worked  for  the  Pons  family? 

A  About  three  months, 

Q  In  what  capacity? 

A  As  houoeboy,  but  my  specific  duty  was  to  pasturo  the  two  shoep  and  one 
cow  of  tho  Pons  family, 

Q  Had  you  seon  any  Japanoso  soldiers  at  tho  Pons  house  prior  to  February 
7,  1945? 

A  Yes  sir,  because  the  Japaneso  used  to  pass  through  tho  Pons  yard, 

Q  Had  those  Japanoso  triod  to  buy  chickens  and  ducks  from  tho  Pons  family 

bofore  February  7,  1945? 

A  Yos,  they  tried  to  buy, 

Q  How  many  timos  had  they  triod  to  buy  from  thorn? 

A  Brery  morning  and  afternoon  for  two  days, 

Q  Did  the  Japanese  come  in  tho  moriing  of  Fobruary  7,  1945  and  tried  to 
buy  chicken,  ducks  and  egg? 

A  Thoy  tried  to  got  eggs  and  at  ono  lnstanoo  I  was  pushed  by  a  Japonose 
just  to  got  oggs, 

Q  How  many  Japanese  wero  prosont  tluxt  morning? 

A  I  saw  two  Japanese  soldiers  roaming  around  and  looking  over  tho  Pots 
yard, 

Q  Did  tho  Pons  family  sell  the  chicken,  ducks  and  eggs? 

A  No,  thoy  did  not, 

Q  Did  tho  Japanese  thon  loavo  tho  promises? 

A  They  loft,  but  one  of  tho  Japanoso  was  pooping  through  tho  wall  into 
tho  yard  where  tho  chickons,  ducks  and  eggs  woro, 

Q  What  time  of  tho  day  did  thoy  loavo? 

A  Around  noon, 

Q  Did  any  Japanoso  soldiors  return  to  the  Pons  family  that  day? 

A  Many  Japaneso  soldiers  returned  at  about  dusk  that  day, 

Q  About  how  many? 

A  I  ostimatod  it  at  about  fifteen  soldiors, 

Q  What  did  they  do? 

A  Two  Japonose  soldiors,  one  with  a  rope  and  tho  othor  with  a  rifle  with 
a  bayonet  on  it.  same  direot  to  tho  main  goto  whilo  the  othors  entorod 
the  yard  over  tho  wall,  Tho  two  Japanoso  soldiors  who  entorod  tho 
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main  goto  motioned  us,  ell  the  Pons  family  including  tho  servants,  to 
group  togothor,  while  some  Japonoso  soldiers  wont  upstairs. 

Did  tho  Japanese  soarch  upstairs  for  oomo  pooplo? 

Yes  sir. 

Was  thoro  anymore  pooplo  upstairs? 

No  moro,  sir, 

Thon  what  did  the  Japonoso  do? 

Wo  noro  tiod  up. 

Name  those  tiod  up. 

Mr.  Pons,  Isaac,  Mrs.  Pons,  Bva,  I,  Candida,  Delfln,  and  Virginia, 

This  is  tho  ordor  wo  were  tied  up,  Paoita  and  her  child  noro  not  tiod 
up  with  us. 

Who  is  Dolfin? 

Ho  is  a  neighbor. 

What  was  ho  doing  thoro? 

Mrs.  Pons  callod  him  to  holp  lntorcodo  in  thoir  bohalf. 

After  tho  Japonoso  had  tied  all  of  you  what  happonod  then? 

Wo  woro  placod  on  tho  ground  floor  of  tho  houso. 

Thon  toll  what  happonod, 

Thoro  noro  tables  insido  the  ground  floor,  so  tho  Japonoso  movod  them 
to  tho  sido,  and  no  wore  placed  in  tho  middlo  of  tho  room.  Thon  the 
Japonoso  having  a  gun  placod  ammunition  and  began  to  shoot  us.  Tho  • 
first  ono  shot  was  Mr.  Pons;  socond,  Isaaoj  third,  Mrs.  Pons;  fourth, 
Evaj  fifth,  Paoitaj  sixth,  Candida;  eight,  Dolfin;  ninth,  Virginia; 
and  tho  last  was  tho  batyr.  Tho  baby  was  shot  last  boccusc  tho  Japanese 
was  about  to  leavo  tho  houso  when  they  hoard  tho  cry  of  tho  baby.  Tho 
Japonoso  returned  and  shot  tho  baby.  While  we  arc  movod  into  tho 
ground  floor,  I  wa3  trying  to  untie  tho  knot  in  my  hands.  I  was  ablo 
to  tako  off  thr  knot  on  one  of  my  hands  and  when  Isaac  was  shot  and 
droppod  to  tho  floe  -  nil  of  us  was  pulled  down,  thus  all  of  us  dr  op  pod 
to  the  pavement.  By  this  way,  tho  knot  on  my  other  arm  was  untied 
automatically.  I  thon  slippod  and  crawled  to  a  nearby  cornor  whoro 
on  armchair  was  looatod.  I  lay  flat  with  my  fnoo  downward  and  with 
my  two  palms  covering  my  faoo. 

Did  tho  Japonoso  tio  your  hands  with  ono  ropo? 

Yos  sir, 

Whon  Mr.  Pon3  and  Isaac  woro  diet,  did  they  fall  and  pull  all  of  you 
to  tho  pavement? 

Yos,  that  is  right, 

Woro  you  shot? 

No,  sir,  It  soamod  to  mo  tho  Japanrso  didnft  soo  me  as  tho  room  then 
was  vory  dark. 

Did  you  foign  doe.th? 

I  did  not,  but  I  did  not  movo  from  ny  position. 

Whon  did  tho  Japar.oso  shoot  tho  baby? 

It  was  tho  last  ono  to  bo  shot,  Tho  Japonoso  woro  going  out  when  thay 
hoard  tho  ory  a  baby.  They  roturned  and  gave  tho  baby  one  suro  shot, 
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Q  Do  you  rcmorbcr  how  many  shots  woro  firod? 

A  I  don't  knor.’,  but  I  know'  Mr.  Ponn  was  shot  two  times* 

Q  Did  any  of  tho  non  and  womon  soroon? 

A  Wo  all  screamed. 

Q  Bow  many  Japanoso  did  tho  shooting? 

A  Chly  ono  Japanoso, 

Q  Did  you  soo  ary  saber  or  si/ord  on  any  of  tho  Japanoso  at  that  timo? 

A  Thoy  had  beyonots  and  spoors, 

Q  Hon  many  of  those  did  you  soo? 

A  With  tho  oxcoption  of  ono  soldior  who  had  a  gun  vlth  a  fixod  bayonet 

and  a  saber  on  his  sido,  all  wore  araod  with  spoors, 

Q  Did  tho  Japanoso  bring  the  ropo  with  thorn  when  thoy  nemo  that  after¬ 
noon? 

A  Yos  siri 

Q  las  this  tho  ropo  that  thoy  usod  to  tio  tho  Pons  family  with? 

A  Yos,  only  ono  ropo  was  used  to  tio  all  of  us, 

Q  Aftor  tho  last  person  was  shot  thon  what  did  tho  Japanoso  do? 

A  Thoy  went  out  and  clo3od  tho  door, 

Q  Did  you  soo  or  hoar  tho  Japanoso  go  upstairs  after  tho  shooting? 

A  I  havo  hoard  noiso  upstairs,  but  I  didn't  pay  attention  to  it  as  I 
ran  away, 

Q  Did  you  hoar  whothor  or  not  thoy  woro  brooking  up  fumituro  and  glass- 
waro? 

A  I  hoard  a  torriblo  noise  liko  tho  brooking  of  glcsswaro,  end  I  suppose 
they  woro  tho  dcors  and  windows  of  tho  house, 

Q  How  long  after  tho  shooting  was  it  boforo  you  wero  ablo  to  run  awry? 

A  Throo  (3)  minutos, 

Q  Nhoro  did  you  go  then? 

A  I  ran  diroct  to  cur  houso  and  tell  the  si  looting  to  the  neighbors, 
and  they  told  mo  to  go  away  as  tho  Japanoso  may  core  after  no, 

Q  Did  you  over  roturn  back  to  tho  Pons  rosidonco? 

A  No  sir,  I  wont  to  tho  houso  of  Mr,  Norman,  the  master  of  ry  father, 

Q  Did  you  soo  tho  bodios  of  tho  Pono  family  aftor  you  loft  that  day? 

A  No. 

Q  On  tho  day  whon  tho  Pons  family  was  shot  did  Mr,  and  Mrs,  Pons  or 

ony  monbors  of  his  family  or  servant  attempt  to  harm  or  throaton  tho 
Japanoso? 

A  No,  no  did  not  harm  or  throaton  then, 

Q  Wero  tho  Japanoso  soldiors  from  tho  Army,  Navy  or  Marinos? 

A  Navy. 

Q  What  color  of  uniform  did  thoy  havo? 

A  Thoy  woro  using  grocn  colorod  uniforn, 

Q  Did  any  of  thorn  cany  a  saber? 

A  I  saw  ono  who  was  with  a  gun. 
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Do  you  knov:  If  ho  ktclb  an  officer? 

I  don't  knoT.;,  bocauso  I  kno'.r  thoro  troro  Japenose  soldiers  nho  woro 
having  sabers  but  ncro  not  of floors. 

Tho  Pons  rosidonoo  ms  loontod  at  521  Sen  Antonio  and  503  Figueroa  St.? 
Yos, 

Do  you  havo  anything  olao  to  otato  about  this  killing?
